North Carolina Legislators "ack a Caucus 
and Indorse Mahone for the Cabinet. 

KALEIGH, N. C.. January 15.—[Special. ]— 
Wednesday night, in a caucus here, the re- 
publican members of the legislature indorsed 
William Mahone for a cabinet position. It 
appears that the caucus was a very Close atfair, 
and that prominent republicans here from a 
distance, who were Blaine men and would 
have antagonized Mahone, were not adinitted 
at all.

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HE TIMES EXPOSED 
WHILE ENDEAVORING TO OBTAIN 
LVIDENCE AGAINST PARNELL. 
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THE JOKE THAT WAS PLAYED ON IT. 


liowa New York Laborer Gets Up a Scheme 
to Jiake Money—A Detective Comes Over 
the Seato be Laughed at. 

OUPFALO, January 13.—The Buffalo Courier 
created a profound sensation this morning by 
publishing thirteen letters and a number of 
igiegrams, written by a special detective from 
scotland Yards, sent out in the interest of the 
Loudon Times to procure evidence that would 
impiicate Charles Stewart Parnell in the 
Pienix park murders. It appears that in 
August last a Black Rock mechanic, just nat- 
uralized, being ont of work and in need of 
money, conceived the scheme of making some- 
thing out of the London Times. He wrote to 
the publishers of that paper to the effect that 
when working as a mason onthe New York 
acqueduect, he came across two men who were 
in possession of documentary evidence that 
would prove the letters on which the Times 
relies to be perfectly genuine. His language 
vas: 

here were two Irishmen here that was indirectly 
in thecombine to murder Cavendish and Burke, 
and I can get all the proof you want ‘or very little.” 

This person received a cablegram from the 
London Times telling lim to hold on to the 
men at all hazards and that an English detec- 
tive would soon be on American soil. The 
detective duly came, in the person of J. T. 
Kerby, or ‘Chris Thomas,’’ and was said to be 
accoinpanied by a female agent as sharp as 
himself. Kerby’s first letter to tho Buffalo 
man was written from New York and directed 

eply to be sentto C. Thomas, care Major 

ice, 1,237 Broadway. It said that tho writer 
was authorized tosee him and others well com- 
pensated who are willing to give undoubted 
proofs, also if necessary to goto England and 
give link by link testimony that would be ac- 
cepted by the courts of Great Britain and also 
by the royal commission. He guaranteed that 
not only would the rewards be liberal to all 
who would serve in procuring proofs, but that 
protection would be ample. He requested the 
Duffaio man to proceed to New York with his 
documents to’avoid mixing with anyone in the 
city and keep a closed mouth. 

The Buffalo man did not go to New York. 
Mr. Kerby was anxious and wrote, urging him 
to hurry up with papers, and offered various 
sums of money forthem. The correspondence 
ceased with the thirteenth letter, written on 
December ist, from Palmer house, Chicago, 
announcing his initention of proceeding to 
Niagara Falls. 

In the course of his wanderings after proof 
the Scotland Yard man went to Ravenwood, 
lilinois, where he said his son lived, and 
thence. he wrote, offering to give the Buffalo 
man S500 if ne would make success certain and 
the same to each of the other men. There 
was, of course, no evidence whatever of the 
nature sought by the agent of the Times and 
the British government. 

Ata meeting of the Irish national league in

Thrilling Experience of a New Yorker and 
Hia Bride.

Death of Dr. Alexander T. McGill—A Shore 
Sketch of the Deceased, 

Jersey Ciry, January 15.—Alexander T. 
McGill, 2). 2s LL. D., Emeritus professor of 
ecclesiastical, homilectic and pastoral theology 
at Princeton sominary, died. at Princeton, N. 
J., this (Sunday) morning in the $2d year of 
his age, after alingering illness.
